A General Denial of tbe Defendant 


In tbe Nioholeoa-BI-Uiop Case. 


The case of'Mre. LotaCresap Niobol- 


aon, wife of Will H. Nicholson, againat 
her mother, Mre, Docia Bishop, may 
come to trial at the present term of 
oonrt. Tbe daughter's olfcima were re- 
cently stated in brief in th«Bi columns. 
She asks for the restoration of certain 
money, a part of rente of land*, the Bet- 
ting aside ot a deed for land, and a gen- 
eral accounting aa guardian. In tbe 
circuit court Saturday afternoon Mrs. 
Bishop, through her attorneys, W. E.

Review of the Oubsrnatorial Suc- 


cession Since Gov. Mat- 


teson'e Time. 


Tb« last D^crocratic governor of Illi- 


nois was Joel Aidiiob Mattesoc, wbo was 
elected in 1862, and served 1852-1857. 
Wfaila in office he was nn nnaaooesefnl 
candidate for United Slates senator, tie 
died in Obioago January Slat, 1883. 


The first Bepnbkioun governor was 


William H. Biseell, elected in 1866. He 
had been elected to congress in 1838 ae 
an independent Democrat, and served 
until 1845. He separated irom the Dem- 
ooratio purtT on ilia pussage of the KIL- 
sne-Nebraska bill, and thereafter noted 
with tbe B-tpnbhoans. He died March 
15, 1P60, and was eaooeeded by Lientec- 
ent Governor Wood. 


The third Republican governor WBS 


Richard Tatea, elected in 1869. Ha wne 
ohoeeo to represent the state in the 
United States senate lit the close of his 
terra as governor, serving there until 
1871. He wus then made United States 
Comoaieeioner of Railroads, and died 
November 27, 1873. 


Richard J. Otflesby waa the fourth R-- 


pnblioan governor of Illinois. He was 
elected in 1864, and after the intermis- 
sion of a term, azain in 1872. He wa° 
chosen United States! eennror in 1873, 
and served until March 1879, declining 
a re-alection. In November, 1884, was 
again elected governor for four years. 


In 186S John M. Palmer was elected aa 


Republican, serving until 1873. He was 
chosen United States senator as a Demo- 
crat in 1891. 


When Governor Oglesby was eleated 


to the United States senate in 1873, 
Lieutenant-Governor John L. Bevendge 
snooeeded to the offloe. 


Shelby M. Oallom, the seventh Repub- 


lican governor, was elected in 1876, aod 
was re-aleoted in 1880. la 1883 he was 
chosen as United Status senator. 


When Governor Onllom waa elected 


senator in February, 1883, John M. Ham- 
ilton, the lieutenant-governor, succeeded 
him, serving until January, 1885, when 
he was succeeded by Oglesby, obosen for 
tbe third time in 1884. 


In 1888 Joseph W. Pifer, who retired 


Wednesday, was chosen by the people aa 
the chief executive ottbe state, 


And now Jobs P. Altgeld, Democrat, 


is 'on duty for four years. 


California Leads the Way. 


Philadelphia Tlmea:— California haa 


takxn tbe lead in two moat important 
political reforms. At tbe recent Novem- 
ber eleo ion ler people declared, by a 
vote of 187,958 against 13,342, in favor of 
the election of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people. At the same 
election her people voted, 151,320 against 
41,059 in favor of an educational quali- 
fiaation for voters. 


The question of electing a United 


Stales senator by a direct vote of the 
people bus been long agitated, bat the 
first practical movement to carry it into 
effect has been made by California. The 
overwhelming vote of her p- ople in favor 
of it certainly assures its adoption by the 
state at the earliest period poseiflo, 


Every day more clearly teaohes the 


necessity of a substantial educational 
qnaliSoation for votere at our elections, 
The bitterness of race conflicts in the 
south has led to its adoption in • num- 
ber of the southern states, bat it is in the 
great north, where the herds of ignorant 
voters do congregate.

our citizenship wbo can not lead the 
constitution or the laws of the country, 
or even the ticket that he deposits in the 
ballot-box, a ad the sooner the great 
s'uUBof tb« north ebHll adopt an ednoa- 
tional qualification of voters tbe sooner 
will our pulnieiil system be elevated to a 
much higher plane.

Altgeid and salaries. 


There is mich in the ianuKursl me:- 


sage of Gey. AUiteld that is painfully 
oommon-plaoe, coming as it does from 
oae who haB jnst been elected to the 
governorship of Illinois; and maoh that 
verges clearly upon th» ridicnloas. Ot 
the latter ol-sa nothing u mo;a ridion- 
loasthtto hia obs-rvation.it should not 
ba dignified as a recommendation, tonob- 
ing the salaries ot those paid by the 
state. He says: 


The people of Illinois are willing to 


pay fair salaries for tde service rr-nciered, 
yet the question is worth, oonsideriig, 
whether.it we were to reduce salaries, 
we would not get rid of tbe persistent 
demand for official position, and at, the 
same time increase the efficiency of the 
service. 


No one has ever heard of the governor, 


himself, complaining of any salary he has 
received as an official being too large; 
and be has never covered any part of any 
salary bauk into fha treasury, notwith- 
standing the fact that bis friends h»ve 
said th.,t as a judge be waa not noted for 
great efficiency. 
He was a candidate 


for the nomination for govercor, and BO 
were several otber gentlemen more prom- 
inent in the Democratic party than he. 
We take it thut none of them were can- 
didates 'or the salary. He needed the 
salary less than any one of the other 
oindidates, and yet he was nominated. 
Hia nomination had no reference to 
salary, but was forced because ot his 
nutionfthty and supposed availability as 
a special candidate. 


In regard to tbe salaries of those he 


may appoint to office he is in error in his 
assumption that tbe people are at all 
exercised about the salaries. The sal- 
ary shaving thought came to Sir. Altgeid 
as the result, ot the many applicants for 
places at his hands, and he seems to 
think if those appointed wreo required to 
Bdrve the state at starvation wages it 
would naturally reduce the number of 
applicants. Mr. Altgeid has been elected 
governor and any mxn in his party has 
aright to apple for office under him and 
he has no reason to complain because 
they may aspire 
to theye positions. 


Neither haa the right to suggest that 
salaries might be reduced to out them 
off from these privileges. 
Mr. Altgeid. 


should bear in mind that a pcorman bas 
as good a right to seek an appointment 
as a rich man and salaries sho'.ld DO', be 
reduced so that poor men wonrd be dis- 
criminated against. All euoh sngg'0- 
tions mean the creation of a rich office 
holding aristocracy snob, aa in vogne in 
tbe country from which Mr. Altgeid 
sprung, Americans are not in favor of 
engrafting these mocarcbial notions on 
to onr institutions. The" are ucjnst 
and nnwortLy the snpport of any man 
who is a true American, and the new 
governor will discover this fact unless be 
ceases to meddle along that line. He 
bas got to learn that a poor man is as 
much entitled to office, and in most 
oases is as competent to fill aa offioe as a 
rich man and any efforts to Sx conditions 
which would bar the poor from holding 
office is simply reprehensible and thor- 
oughly un-Amjerio»n. 


Fighting For Bights. 


The bill which is now being considered 


by the senate and house committees on 
commerce, and which proposes to permit 
the importation, duty free, of electrical 
appliances and material needed in the 
construction of t.he Cnioago & St. Louie 
Electric railrord, has baeu met with the 
opposition uf the General E ectrio com- 
pany. 
This was to have been expected. 


The General Electric company ia a mo- 
nopoly combination, which under the 
plea of protesting American labor, at- 
tempts to deprive the people of Illinois, 
or BU least to make it more difficult for 
them to obtain, tbe benefit which will 
accrue by the construction of this pioneer 
electric road. Senator Vest of Missouri 
brought out the point that as multiphase 
motors were not made ia th'S country, 
be did not see how any American interest 
could suffer by tbe passage of the bill. 
It certainly would be a great benefit to 
the people of Illinois to travel between 
Chicago and St. Loois in less tban half 
tbe time that is required now, and a 
ere>it enterprise of Ibis obarauter is en- 
titled to some li tl» assistance from the 
general government.

INJURY TO 


A Bill to Be Introduced Making 


Coiporations Liable for 


Damages. 


Representative Edmteton of the Porty- 


fourth Dietiict proposes to introduce a 
oil l in the bonee, which will be of great 
interest to railroad employee. It pro- 
vides that every railroad company oper- 
ating in tbe state shall be liable for per- 
sonal injuries suffered by an employe 
while in ita service in the following oaaee: 


1. When tbe injury is suffered by 


reason ot acy defect in the condition of 
the ways, wnrks, or machinery in nee in 
the business of anoh corporation or ol 
some peibon intrusted by it with the 
duty ot keeping each wnye, works, or 


HChmwy in power condition. 
2. Wiien Buoh injury results from tb» 


negligence of any person in tbe service 
of tbe corporation to whose orders tbe 
workman it the time of tue n jury waa 
oonnd to conform and aid conform. 


3. Wbea the injury results from the 


act or omission of any person in pbe- 
di Doe to itny rale, regulation, or bj-iawe 
of snob corporation. 
4. When su^h iijary was caneed bv 


the negligence of aay person in the ser- 
vice of anoh corporation, who has oharg« 
at any signal, telegiaph office, switch 
yard, rouod house, locomotive, en«inp,or 
train, upon a railway, or where euoh in- 
jury waa canned by the negligence of any 
person, co-employe, or fe<low aervaut en- 
gaged in 'he same common service of any 
Buuh corporation, the person so injured 
obeying or conforming to the orders ot 
some euparior. 


It also provides tbat the damages re- 


coverable shall be oommersorate with 
tbe injury sustained, unless death reanlta 
from auch injury, when in suoh oase the 
action shall survive and be governed in 
aQ respects by the laws DOW in foree as 
to such BOtionp. Contracts between em- 
ployes and railroad companies, by which 
employes waive Ibe right to collect dam- 
age in oaae of injury, are declared void 
by the bill, and defeats in machinery 
shall be deemed prima facia evidence on 
tbe part of the railroad cor orations. 
The bill ia an expansion of the co-em- 
ploye measure, about which there WHS so 
much talk the luflt sramon, and in effect 
repeals the $5.010 limitation en to com- 
pensation for the lose of lif» by railroad 
accident. Mr. Edmiston says be intro- 
duces tbe bill at tbe request, of the rail- 
road employee of hie district.

representatives in Illinois the custom has 
been the same in relation to the m-nority 
representation on the standing commit- 
tees ae in every other etate. The plan 
pursued iatbis: after agreeing upon the 
proportion of minority members on the 
standing oomnoiiteee, tbe minority o»c- 
didate for speaker assigns the minority 
members to the different committees nod 
entmits tbe list to tre speaker, who adds 
tbe names to bis aceignmeut for the ma- 
jority. This is a ocnrt#ey extended to 
tne minority in all legislative bodies in 
tbe country, and the minority assign- 
ments are never qa?stion«d by tbe 
speaker, in fact, it ia rack discourtesy 
and an unwarranted piece of presnmp- 
»k>n on the pan of a speaker to do to, 
Tbe minority is not unppoeed to be able 
to shape the policy of the com out tee, and 
ehonld a speaker attempt to interfere 
with the assignment ot the minority 
there could be bat two reasons tor «u n 
interference, either that ha bad no faith 
in the ability of tbe maj irity he appoint- 
ed to control the com mitt- e, or elee thot 
be had undertaken to pack the commit- 
tee for some improper purpose.

Tho old proverb that all things come 


to him who waito advances a very pretty 
and pleasant theory, but its literal in- 
terpretation makes it capable of great 
misconstruction; for if it ia in one sense 
true, its reverse is equally true. Noth- 
ing comes to him who waits. Nothing 
come to him who waits and does noth- 
ing more. There U nothing in the 
•world that is of any value that has not 
to be struggled for; and those who sit 
down and fold their hands, expecting 
fate and fortune to bring them what 
they most desire, will meet with the 
disappointment they deserve. 


We have to be govered very largely 


by the analogies of nature wherever we 
venture into the realm ofct he possibilities 
and the unknown, and there is no anal- 
ogy in nature of something being given 
for nothing. The seed has to push 
through the grouud to find the sun; the 
tree has to draw its sap up from unseen 
sources to whirl forth its buds; the bud 
itsulf lias to force its way through ob- 
stacles of bark and fiber; the bird has 
to build its nest with careful endeavor 
and many journeys ere it feels the little
